2. At the close of last year there were 72 sanctioned warehouses on the register 
within the limits of the town, Four new liceuses, viz., for No. 98-1 Sobha Bazar Street, 
193, Durmahotta Sueet and 58 Strand, 11 Hurro Chunder Mullick’s Street and 44 Manick 
Bose’s Ghit Street, were sanctioned during the year. These make up the total number of 
warehouses to 76. Of these, the licenses of five warehouses were cancelled during the year 
for default of payment of licénse fees, thus reducing the number at the end of the year to 
71, of which a complete list, arranged according to the Acts uader which they were 
originally licensed, is appended to this report. 

3. Six applications were received during the year, five for licensing existing godowns 
for storage of jute, and one to rebuild an existing godown. Of these six applications, three 
have been sanctioned, one was rejected for want of sufficient cart space, and twe have been © 
withdrawn. ‘The licenses for tne two jute warehouses, about which mention was made in 
the last annual report as being under consideration, were subsequently granted. 

4. The license fees realised during the year from these 71 warehouses amounted to 
Rs, 22,487-8 or Rs. 787-8 less than last year. This falling off is owing to the assessments 


of some of the warehouses having been reduced, and the owners of certain other warehouses 
not having renewed their licenses.

Berhampore, Midnapore, and Chittagong on the principles applicable to the third class, 
suggested by the Bengal Provincial Committee. * 
8. In the Resolution recorded by the Government of India in the Home _ 
Department, under date the 23rd October 1884, on the report of the Commis. of 
sion, it stated that— . 
©The Government of India accepts the cautious and well considered proposals of the 
Commission on the subject of the gradual withdrawal of the Government from the charge of 
institutions of a high order, and especially from colleges. ‘These recommendations. are 
quite in accordance with the policy of Government as explained in paragraph 10 of the 
Resolution appointing the Commission. It is left to the Local Governments to give effect 
fo the recommendations on this subject gradually and as local circumstances permit, 
It is, as has been repeatedly declared, in no degree the wish of the Government of India 
to discourage high education in any way whatever. On the’vontrary, it believes it to be one 
of its ‘most important duties to spread and foster it. What it specially, however, desires 
is to secure assistance to the limited funds of the State by calling forth cvery available 
Pr agency in connection with every branch of public instruction. It is in connection 
with high education, and in view of the direct pecuniary advantages which it holds out to 
“those who follow it, that the Government thinks it can most properly insist on the fullest 
development of the principle of self-help.” 

4, The Lieutenant-Governor took an early opportunity of intimating his 
agreement with the views expressed upon this subject by the Commission, and 
of.instituting enquiries with a view to give practical effect to their recommend. 
ations. An application recently received from Narail, in the district of Jessore, 
for the establishment at that place of a college on the grant-in-aid system, i& 
weotiving the favourable consideration of Government, and it is hoped that 
such an institution upon an independent basis will be opened before the end 
ofthe current year. The colleges of Rajshahye and Krishnagur will be 
transferred only in case any body of native gentlemen can give adequate 
guarantees for permanent and efficient management, and as yet nose 
under such conditions has been possible. It has been represented, with regar 
to Chittagong, that the town is so isolated and cut off from other centres of 
education that there are good reasons for maintaining a college in it, whether. 
a local body comes forward to undertake the management or not. In all these 
cases, while inviting offers from residents of position, it is necessary to wait 
until public opinion has matured, and the change recommended .can be 
effected with the cordial co-operation of all concerned. In the meantime 
attention of public officers is drawn to the following passage in the report of 
the Commission as indicating the attitude they should at preseot adopt :-— — 

“ Of course a Director has no means of compelling private parties to come forward, and 
in ordinary cases we are not prepared to recommend the closing of departmental instit 
which local effort is not willing to provide for. But a Director, and still more a Gor 
can do much to influence public opinion, and patient persistence in carrying out the 
of withdfawal whenever a suitable opportunity occurs will doubtless make it genergl 
in course of time that all should co-operate in such measures who are 
broad and comprehensive views of popular education and its true necessities.”

Government grant was then redistributed, Rs, 2,000 being assigned to the 

college and Rs, 1,000 to the school. The limit of Rs. 2,000 for the college, 

however, was not very strictly observed, and the Government contribution 
to the College Department increased, with increase of expenditure, “from 

Rs. 2,077-1-4 in 1880-81 to Rs. 2,850-2-8 in 1883-84. In 1884-85. large 

reductions were effected, and the Government grant dropped to Rs. 628-8-6 in 

that year, and to Rs. 406-15-7 in 1885-86. The receipts from interest on 

endowments and from fees in 1885-86 were Rs. 2,912-10 and Rs. 1,649-11 

respectively, or Rs. 4,562-5 together; and as the total expenditure was only 

Rs. 4,969-4, it appears that the income from these two sources is almost 

sufficient to meet all the current expenses of this college, the amount contributed 

by Government during the past year having amounted to little more than ‘8per 

cent. of the whole receipts. * 

6. The School Department of this institution, known as the Mid e 

Collegiate School, has hitherto received a fixed annual grant of Ri 1600, ey 
and its total income, including the grant, in 1885-86 was Rs.. 7,282-1, 
while the expenditure amounted to Rs. 6,813-14-3. The Municipal Com. 
missioners of Midnapore have now offered to take over the management 
of the Midnapore College without making any reference to the school 
but it has been strongly urged by the District School Committee, whose 
arguments are emphatically endorsed by the Inspector of Schools and the 
Director of Public Instruction, that the collegiate school should go with. tha, 
college. It is represented that they are in fact two departments .of onc*instis * 
tution, sharing the expenses of a common establishment, viz. the head pundi‘, 
the clerk, the librarian, and menial servants ; sharing also the same library, 
and working on the same premises. Itis clear to the Lieutenant-Governor tha’ 
under these circumstances, division of management would only lead to graye 
inconveniences ; and there appears to be no objection to transferring the school, 
ag well as the college, to local management. The Education Commissiony 
recommended that all Directors of Public Instruction should aim at thas 
gradual transfer to native management of Government schools of secondary » 
* instrugtion (including schools attached to first or second grade colleges), whens®" 
ever the transfer could be effected without lowering the standard or ditainishing 
the supply of education, and without endangering the permanence of the institu- 
tion. transferred. ‘The Commission further advised that the experiment should 
begin with schools which had already won a high position, and laid down the 
following test :—‘ The fact. that any school raises more than 60 per cent. of its 
entireexpenditure from fees to be taken as affording a presumption that the 
transfer of such schoul to local management can be safely effected.” This 
test, which was accepted as reasonable by the Lieutenant-Governor, has been 
fully satisfied in the case of the Midnapore Collegiate School. 

“ 7. Qheayerage gum required from Government by the college during 
the last two years has been Rs. 514; but the Lieutenant-Governor recognises 
the fact that the expenditure, especially on contingencies, must vary from year 
to year, and to provide for possible increases he is willing to allow a net grant of 

Rs, 600 to the College Department. He is also prepared to continue the 

present grant of Rs. 1,000 to the School Department. Both grants will be 

made for three years, after which period they will, if necessary, be revised. 
8. ‘he Lieutenant-Governor is assured that the Midnapore Municipality,

but although it appeared that this step would set free funds which 

probably have been employed eléewhere with greater benefit to the educational 
needs of the province, the Government was unwilling, having regard to the past — 
history of the college, and the feeling of the people of Moorshedabad on the 
‘subject, to adopt the extreme measure of final closure. The opportunity was, 
however, taken to make certain changes in the establishment with the view of 
at once increasing eflicioncy and diminishing expenditure. ‘The effect of these — 
_refurms was to reduce the cost of education to a nearer approximation to the 
provincial average, and in 1884-85 the average total cost of educating each 
scholar was Rs, 376, the cost to Government being Rs. 253.

their charge. It is thus left to those interested to determine for themselves 
whether these institutions shall continue to exist, and the Lieutenant-Governor 
confidently anticipates that the public spirit and interest in high education,

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| SUMMARY OF THE METEOR ICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
| fAKEN IN BENGAL FOR THE WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, rmx 25tu or 
Agra JUNE 1886. 
Tue ee for the preceding week dealt with the formation and advance of the cyclonic 
storm, which had generated at the head of the Bay from the 13th to the 15th, and which 
had steadily advanced in a north-westerly direction till it reached the Bikaneer desert on 
the 20th, where it finally broke up. The storm in its advance brought up an advance of. 
“monsoon winds to the whole of Bengal, and practically this was the commencement of the 
rait properly so called, and the close of the past week was marked by heavy rainfall, ‘This - 
rainfall has continued for the greater part of the week, but the south-easterly monsoon 
current has been gradually but steadily reducing in strength, and consequently the rainfall has 
become lighter and lighter. The south-easterly winds’ from about the 22nd instant have 
also been gradually replaced by more or lees westerly winds, and at the close of the week 
south-westerly winds were réported generally at the southern stations, though easterly winds 
were still reported from the northern stations. ‘The interaction between these two opposing 
wind systems has in a few districts given rise tp decidedly heavy rain, but, speaking generally 
of the whole province, the rainfall has been decidedly lighter than is usual at ie period 
of the year, and it would appear that up to the present time the Bay of Bengal branch of the 
monsoon has been more feeble than usual, 

With the advance of the storm inland at the commencement of the present week, pressure 
rose rapidly over the whole province, and on the 19th at some stations the increase nearly 

ualled a quarter of an inch. After the disappearance of the cyclonic storm, the variations 
of pressure became of the usual oscillatory character, but the tendency of the oscillations 
has been decidedly towards an increased pressure, consequently the mean pressure for the 
present week has been decidedly above the normal. During the previous week the mean 
pressure for the whole province had been 0°072" in defect of the normal, while during the 
present week not only has this large defect been neutralized, but an almost corresponding 
excess has been brought about, and the mean pressure for the whole province has been 0-07’ 
in excess of the normal. | 

With the fairly general rainfall which has occurred during the week temperature has 
continued low, and all ,districts, except Kast Bengal and North Behar, have registered 
temperatures decidedly below the normal, The defect has been very considerable in South » 
Behar, where it equals 8°1°, it has also been considerable in Chutia Nagpurand Orissa, where 
it is between 1° and 2°. In South-West Bengal temperature has been slightly (0°1°) below 
the normal, while in East Bengal and North Behar it has been slightly above it. For the 
whole province the mean temperatare has been 1:0° in defect of the normal. 

Rainfall has been general throughout the week, and most districts have received , 
rain on from three to five days of the week. Notwithstanding the frequency of the show- 
ers, the rainfall over a large part of the province has been decidedly defective, particularly © 
in East Bengal, South-West Bengal and Chutia Nagpur. The diminished fall does not appear 
to have been so much due to the absence of rainy days or the absence of showers, but rather 
to the lightness of the showers themselves, ‘This is of course shown by the fact that the 
number of rainy days over the province has been more than equal to the normal, while the 
average rainfall has been decidedly deficient. ‘The divisions of North Bengal, North Behar, 
South Behar and Orissa have received a rainfall distinctly but generally slightly in excess; 
in South-West Bengal the fall has only been about one-half the usual amount, while in 
Fast Bengal it has been about three-fourths of the normal and in Chutia Nagpur the fall has 
ondy equalled about two-fifths of the usual amount. 

* ‘The division which is in largest excess is South Behar, which has received 2°79 inches of 
rain on three days against a norma) fall of 1°91 inches, also on three days. In North Behar 
there has been a fall of 2°67 inches on 8°3 days against a normal fall of 247 inches on 
32 days. North Bengal has received a fall of 5°58 inches on 4-7.days, while the usual fall 
is 5) inches on 4°6 days. In Orissa the fall has averaged 272 inches ov 4°7 days, while 
the normal is 2°18 inches on 3°1 days. South-West Bengal has only received 1°26 inches of 
ain on 3'4 days, the usual fall being more than double this—2'64 inches on 3'0 days, East 
Bengal has averaged 3:03 inches of rain on 5-0 days, while the normal for the week is 4°20 
inches on 5 days, Finally, Chutia Nagpur has received 1:06 inches of rain on 3:0 days, while 
the noriaal rainfall is 2°50, inches. on 8°8 days.
